William W. Happ, who was 
asked to resign as dean of the 
School of Engineering by 
President Jaines Bond, in- 
dicated his surprise at the re- 
quest. ‘I had no inclination it 
was coming,” he said. 

Happ who resigned of- 
ficially yesterday said Bond 
‘has not stated a reason (for 
the request) .’’ ‘I don’t know of 
a reason...I am not resigning 
out of my free will,’ he said. 


“There are always people 
unhappy about me,”’ he said. 
Happ, a persistent critic of 
Bond's policies, said ‘‘You 
name it, I've criticized him for 
it."’ ‘My loyalty to (Bond) did 
not consist of being a ‘yes’ 
man,"’ he said. ‘‘Perhaps I 
have overstated my case.” 


Happ was severely 


criticized in the most recent 
repori by a committee elected 
by the faculty of the School of 
Engineering. The committee 





rated his overall performance 
as “F’’. The report was over- 
turned by the Faculty Senate 
because of procedural 


problems. His performance

rating the year before by a 
committee with different 
faculty members was ‘A 
plus.”’ 

Faculty members had com- 
plained to Happ in the past 
that he hadn't done enough 
lobbying for more funds for 
the School of Engineering. 
“They want more money, 
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Happ says he was fired 


more resources,” he said 
They complain ‘‘every time I 
see them.” 

However, several problems 
are involved in increasing 
funds and resources within the 
School, according to Happ. 
“Our School is expensive... 
have to compete for a very ex- 
pensive curriculum,”’ he said. 
‘Engineering's student- 
faculty ratio is 12-1 while the 
university is 21-1. We are 
very small (three percent of 
the students): we only have 
700 students.” 

Concerning his criticism of 

; “IT think I’m the 
greatest SOB in that respect.,”’ 
he said. He denied showing 


any “contempt or 
disrespect.’ ‘I .made what I 
sincerely thought was 


constructive criticism,” he 
said. 


Concerning his successor 
he said, ‘‘I hope (Bond) can 
find a better Dean than me: I 
don’t think so." 

“I'm going to find myself 
the best job I can,"’ he said 
when asked about his future.

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FBI files may open

The FBI is bracing itself for 
an expected surge of requests 
by citizens for copies of their 
FBI files. 

Under new amendments to 
the Freedom of Information 
Act passed last fall and effec- 
tive this month, it will be 
easier, though not easy, for 
people to start prying loose 
some of the personal files kept 
on them at the massive FBI 
head-quarters in Washington. 

With over six million files 
on individuals and 
organizations in its vaults, it is 
understandable why the 
bureau's public information 
unit has doubled its staff in 
order, according to in- 
formation head James C. Far- 
rington, to make every effort 
to comply with the new 
amendments. 

Under the old law, the 
bureau had to only assert that 
all the files had to be kept 
secret because they were used 
for law enforcement purposes. 
The new amendments narrow 
the “law enforcement pur- 
poses’’ exemption to “‘inves- 
tigatory records’’—not whole 
files—compiled for civil or 
criminal law enforcement 
purposes. 

However, the FBI can now 
withhold records, or portions 
of records, only to the extent 
that it can show that dis- 
closure would impair one or 
more legally protected 
interests. 

These interests include the 
shielding of secret inves- 
tigatory techniques and con- 
fidential informers. Records 
can also be withheld if their 
disclosure would interfere 
with enforcement 
proceedings. 

If the citizen doesn’t accept 
these reasons and takes the 
bureau to court, the burden of 
persuading the judge why the 
file or portions of it should be 
kept secret is supposed to be 
on the FBI. 

Under the new 
amendments, if you suspect 
that the bureau has a file on 
your activities, you can make 
a formal request reasonably 
describing the records sought. 
Within ten working days, the 
bureau has to grant access to 
these materials (charging you 
for actual search and copying 
costs) unless it asserts one of 
the exemptions to disclosure. 

There is more than the 
usual interest by the media 
and public in the files of the 
supersecret FBI. Recent 


events involving the 
Watergate scandals and 
subsequent disclosures have 
revealed misuse of the FBI for 
political and other unlawful 
purposes. 

Some people in the 
audience reserved judgment, 
for they remembered past 
episodes of FBI secrecy under 
the old freedom of information 
law which bordered on the 
ridiculous. 

For example, the FBI 
refused to give a requester a 
copy of his own file on the 
ground that to do so would in- 
vade the requester’s personal 
privacy! 

On another occasion, one 
high Justice Department at- 
torney had to make a Freedom 
of Information Act request in 
order to obtain a copy of the 
FBI's internal telephone 
directory. The FBI, it should 
be noted, is under the Justice 
Department. . 

If a citizen takes the bureau 


to court under the new 
amendments and wins, the 
court can require the 


government to pay his or her 
attorney fees. And if the court 
finds that the FBI may have 
acted ‘‘arbitrarily or cap- 
riciously,’’ the case is 
transferred to the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, which is 
authorized to take action, in- 
cluding suspension of the res- 
ponsible official. 

So if you think the FBI has 
materials on you that you 
would like to see, get to know 
more about the Freedom of In- 
formation Act. It applies to all 
federal departments and 
agencies. 

For further details, send a 
stamped, _ self-addressed 
envelope to the Freedom of In- 
formation Clearinghouse, 
P.O. Box 19367, Washington , 
D.C. 20036, and ask for the 
pamphlet that tells you how to 
use this “open government’”’

Symphony reviewed

Guest conductor Stephen 
Simon took over the baton of 
the Sacramento Symphony 
last weekend and brought a 
fresh, new approach. in a 
program that included 
Handel, Schumann, Ravel, 
and Bartek, he gave us some 
of the best musical ex- 
periences of the season. 

The Symphony Association 
is apparentiy having trouble 
getting contracted soloists to 
appear. After last month's 
fiasco with Christoph Es- 
chenbach, Christian Ferras 
was detained on account of 
illness. So we ended up with 
Sergiu Luca in performances 
ot Bartok’'s Rhapsody No. 1 
and Ravel's Tzigane. 





The Bartok is in his 
coarsest Hungarian vein. Dis- 
placed accents and a modal 
melodic flavor are clothed ina 
brazenly disonant texture that 
seems to scowl. 

Luca played it in a way that 
a lot of violinists wouldn't 
have. He didn’t try to gloss it 
over, but rather he showed us 
its underbelly. Thrashing and 
flailing away, he made his 
instrument cry out with the 
discords and ‘‘wrong notes’’ 
that this kind of Bartok 
abounds in. His tone is forceful 
and acerbic, and that is exac- 
tly what the rhapsody calls 
for. 

These qualities would seem 
quite antipathetic to Ravel, 
but in the case of the Tzigane, 
the composer comes out to 
meet him. The piece begins 
with a cadenza that sounds as 
though it could have come 
from the other work. Open 
fourths on the solo violin, and 
augmented seconds in the 
melodic line confirm that 
Ravel is giving his view of 
Hungarian gypsy music. 

The piece is classier, more 
cosmopolitan, though. Its 
technical demands are 
greater also, but Luca’s play- 
ing was faultless. His mus-

cular approach worked here 
too. It may be that he has 
trouble with a more restrained 
type of music, but there wasn’t 
any of that on the program 

Simon, meanwhile, was do- 
ing his own thing with the or- 
chestra. The program opened 
with Handel's Concerto A Due 
Cori No. 2. His way with this 
music is grand and volup- 
tuous. While Newstone would 
have been more stately and 
refined, Simon is definitely 
more romantic. 

The same holds for the 
Schumann fourth symphony, 
which came last on the bill. 
Simon's reading was taut, 


dramatic, and imperious. He 
engaged in many dynamic 
subtleties and turns of phrase 
that bespoke a personal, sub- 
jective view. 


How could it help but 
succeed with a work originally 
called Symphonic Fantasy? 
Schumann handles the form 
with the greatest of ease, and 
Simon responded to its poetic 
freedom. The result was a 
refreshingly expressive per- 
formance.
